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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 



1 . Figures 4A-4B should be designated by a legend such as —Prior Art— because only that 
which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction or corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



2. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and 
should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a 
basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be 
directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an improvement in an old 
apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should include the technical disclosure 
of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly those for compounds and compositions, 
wherein the process for making and/or the use thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set 
forth a process for making and/or use thereof If the new technical disclosure involves 
modifications or alternatives, the abstract should mention by way of example the preferred 
modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of the 
invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients;

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

There are numerous limitations that lack sufficient antecedent basis in the claim, for 
example: the thickness (line 4), the height (line 8), etc. 



7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



8. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tsukagoshi et al 
(US 4,740,657).

Tsukagoshi discloses conductors 5 on a substrate 7 and conductors 6 on a substrate 7, 
electrically connecting the conductors with an adhesive layer 4. Tsukagoshi discloses that the 
thickness of the adhesive film can be determined based on the particle size of electroconductive 
particles and properties of the connecting material and further discloses that the preferable 
thickness is between 3 to 100 \xm. 

Tsukagoshi fails to disclose the claimed relationship between the thickness of the 
adhesive layer with respect to the height, width and spacing between the electrodes. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to provide the structure of Tsukagoshi satisfying the claimed relationship between the 
thickness of the adhesive layer with respect to the height, width and spacing between the 
electrodes, since it has been held that discovering an optimum value of a result effective variable 
involves only routine skill in the art. In re Boesch, 617 F.2d 272, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980).
